( graduates) to work in aeoandary aonoola, and so far as I 
can see we oan only do it by putting them as probat ionara 
in good l'.U. schools for a year, arid training then in 
teaching methods and in -.iaa Bason's principles* 

After all we have some hundreds of young 
teachers teaching in our Schools, ana .many of them teaching 
well, whose only training has been of, that kind* 7 ioy 
have never been to a Training college; t iey have read 
scfcooi Education and they have learnt to handle the aethoda 
under competent uaad Teaohera whose knowled e of t ie 
methods ana principles has been aoquiroo in nsuuh the a irne 
way. And these young people are not graduates* 

7nat we must find suae way of training 
graduates in considerable numbers is certain, may will sot 
go to Ambleside for two years - cannot be expected to. Can 
you or Bias Parish suggest any better ray f
